Games are Held Too 
Early for Them,

NEW YORK. Jan. 2.—There, Is a 


mov ement im foot among Western solf 
plajers to delay the holding of the 
national championship until after the 
championship of the Western Golf As- 
sociation has been decided. George H. 
Thome, president of that association, 
has called a meeting to discuss the 
proposition, and strong Influence will 
be brought to bear on the exe-eutlve 
committee of the National Association 
to accomplish the de-lred result. 


This would mean holding the 
crn championship earlier thin heteto- 
fore. but probably the amateur cham- 
pionship later. Western golfers main- 
tain that July Is too early to permit 
of proper practice for such an Import- 
ant contest. Arthur P. Bon en. vice- 
president of the Western Golf Asso- 
elation, has put in a strong Plea for a, 
later date. He sajs: 
"The amateur event has alwaj-s been 


held too earlj In the season to permit 
of a representative Western entry. 
Kistcrn plajeri In many Instinccs 
play golf nil the jear round and at 
anj' rate are out on the links at least 
a month and sometimes two months 
ahead uf Wefterners. Of course, that 
Is a great advantage, ns our cour«es 
are generally not In shape until late In 
May or early In June. If the amateur 
championship is held later in the sea- 
son the West will be capably repre- 
sented." 
It seems to be generally admitted by 


golf men In this city thit all three 
championships w 111 be held In the East 
next season. The -world's champlon- 
shlp is the only one to which the Wesl 
Is properly entitled, and players out 
there acknowledge that they are not 
yet In n. position to hold It satisfactor- 
llj% For this reason It Is believed that 
the concession In date will be granted 
and that the amateur contest w 111 be 
held at a time when the 'Westerners 
will have had enough practice to Jus- 
tify their entering. This new phase 
of the matter has an Important bear- 
Ing on the boom started In favor of the 
Atlantic City course, for June Is prac- 
tically the- only month when the tour- 
nament can be held there w Uh success. 
Whether Eastern plaje-rs will accept 
this view- of the sltuitlon remains to 
be seen. THire l« a strong undercur- 
rent of feeling In favor of Atlantic 
Cltj'. and when the delegates assemble 
at the annual meeting they may prove 
unwilling to sacrifice the Jersey course 
for the sal>e ot the Western cntty.
